Mr.  Watson,  also  a 
Melbourne  graduate  and  teacher,  studied  at 
North  Carolina  State  College,  and  was  last 
year  research  associate  in  mathematics 

at  Princeton. 

E.  Brainerd  has  been  appointed  assistant 
professor  of  Mathematics.  Educated  at 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and 
the  University  of  Michigan,  he  has  taught 
at  the  University  of  British  Columbia,  and 
since  1957  at  the  University  of  Western 
Ontario.

He  was  educated  at 
the  Universities  of  Toronto,  Oxford  and 
London.  He  has  been  teaching  Russian 
Civilization  at  Dartmouth  College.  An 
authority  on  Russia  and  East  Europe,  Dr. 
Skilling  studied  Russian  at  Columbia 
University,  where  he  was  visiting  professor 
of  public  law  and  government  in  the 
Russian  Institute  in  1952. 

John  Willis  has  returned  from  the  University 
of  British  Columbia  as  professor  in  the 
Faculty  of  Law.  Before  joining  our  staff  in 
1949,  Prof.  Willis  had  been  at  Osgoode 
Hall.  In  1952  he  left  for  private  practise  in 
Halifax,  and  later  went  to  Vancouver.

Music 

Prof.  John  Weinzweig’s  orchestral  work, 
“Edge  of  the  World”,  based  on  Eskimo 
dance  songs,  will  be  performed  by 
the  Philadelphia  Orchestra  on  the  inaugural 
program  of  the  Philadelphia  Festival  of 
Western  Hemisphere  Music— a season-long 
festival  utilizing  the  musical  resources 
of  Metropolitan  Philadelphia  from  October 
1959  to  June  1960.  Prof.  Weinzweig  was  a 
guest  of  the  Forum  for  New  Music  in 
Detroit  for  the  performance  of  Violin  Sonata 
and  String  Quartet  #2,  and  spoke  on 
“Musical  Trends  in  Canada.”  Prof. 
Weinzweig  was  elected  president  of  the 
Canadian  League  of  Composers. 

Social  Work 

Professor  C.  E.  Hendry  returned  from  his 
sabbatical  in  June  and  has  resumed  his 
duties  as  Director  of  the  School.  His  travels 
took  him  to  26  countries  and  involved 
some  43,000  miles.  He  visited  and  lectured 
at  over  40  universities  including  21  Schools 
of  Social  Work.  He  presided  over  a 
one-day  seminar  at  the  University  of  Delhi 
on  “Urban  Community  Development” 
and  gave  the  opening  paper.  Included  in  his 
schedule  were  meetings  with  13  national 
communities  of  the  World  Federation  for 
Mental  Health  and  visits  to  a large  number 
of  community  development  projects  in 


under-developed  countries.  Since  his  return 
a second  series  of  articles  on  “Mainland 
China”  have  appeared  in  the  Globe  and 
Mail,  August  15,  17, 18,  19,  20.  He  is 
scheduled  to  present  a formal  report  to  the 
Roger  William  Straus  Foundation  in 
New  York  in  September. 

Professor  E.  Ray  Godfrey  has  been  appointed 
a United  Nations  Consultant  on  Social 
Work  Education  in  France  and  will  be  on 
leave  of  absence  for  the  year  1959-60. 

Ben  Lappin  will  be  on  leave  in  1959—60  to 
undertake  his  course  work  for  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Social  Work.  He  has  been 
awarded  the  Harry  L.  Lurie  Fellowship,  one 
of  which  is  given  annually  in  North 
America.  This  is  the  first  award  of  this 
Fellowship  to  a Canadian  scholar. 

Professor  John  F.  Morgan  attended  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  International 
Association  of  Schools  of  Social  Work  and 
the  European  Regional  Conference  on 
the  Teaching  of  Social  Sciences  and  Research 
at  Strasbourg,  France,  16-19th  July.

Loretta  College,  St.  Michael’s  College 
residence  for  women,  on  St.  Mary  St.,  is 
also  in  use  this  term,  and  will  be 
formally  opened  Nov.  15. 

An  extension  has  been  added  at  Glendon 
Hall  to  provide  an  enlarged  Library  for  the 
Faculty  of  Law,  and  a temporary  building 
erected  to  provide  classroom  space. 

Plans  are  in  progress  for  Chemistry,  Physics 
and  Zoology  buildings.

the  library 

The  Chief  Librarian  attended  a meeting  of 
the  International  Federation  of  Library 
Associations  in  Warsaw,  Poland,  in 
September.  He  represented  the  Canadian 
Library  Association,  of  which  he  is 
past  president. 

On  Sept.  16  the  Library  inaugurated  its  new 
book  delivery  service  to  professors,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  make  the  central 
collection  more  easily  available  to  regular 
members  of  the  teaching  staff.  The  Library’s 
new  delivery  van  now  provides  daily 
service  to  32  stations  on  the  campus.  Until 
the  extent  of  the  demand  is  known,  the 
service  is  being  provided  only  for  members 
with  the  rank  of  lecturer  or  above.

Also  on  Sept.  16,  the  Library  inaugurated  a 
new  charging  system,  which  uses  a duplicate 
call  slip  in  place  of  a book  card.  This 
system  has  been  used  successfully  in  other 


large  research  libraries,  and  is  designed 
to  speed  up  the  discharging  of  books  so  that 
they  may  be  circulated  again  without  delay. 

During  the  summer  the  catalogue  was 
divided  and  re-arranged.  There  are  now  two 
main  catalogues,  the  old  and  the  new, 
each  divided  into  separate  author-title  and 
subject  files.  A special  Catalogue  Information 
Service  has  been  instituted,  to  assist  the 
public  in  using  the  catalogues. 


the  press 

On  April  29  the  President  of  the  University 
announced  the  founding  of  the  Dictionary  of 
Canadian  Biography,  and  the  appointment 
of  Prof.  George  W.  Brown  as  first 
General  Editor.  In  July,  preliminary  work 
on  this  monumental  project  began  at  the 
University  Press.  The  launching  of 
the  Dictionary  has  been  made  possible  by  a 
bequest  of  the  late  James  Nicholson  of 
Toronto,  valued  at  over  a million  dollars. 
First  announcement  of  the  founding  of 
the  Dictionary  brought  in  a wide  response. 
Over  two  thousand  replies  asked  for 
further  information  concerning  progress,  and 
many  scholars  have  indicated  their 
willingness  to  act  as  advisors  or  contributors. 

The  Director  of  the  University  Press 
addressed  the  Book  Promotion  and  Editorial 
Club  on  Sept.  14  at  the  University 
Women’s  Club. 

Mr.  Marsh  Jeanneret  attended  the 
International  Publisher’s  Association  meeting 
in  Vienna  during  the  last  week  in  May, 
representing  the  Association  of  American 
University  Presses  and  acting  as  chairman  of 
the  delegation  of  the  Book  Publishers’ 
Association  of  Canada. 

Mr.  Roy  Gurney,  Superintendent  of  the 
Printing  Department,  was  unanimously 
elected  a governor  of  the  International 
Association  of  Printing  House  Craftsmen  at 
the  recent  convention  in  New  York. 

In  August,  the  Canada  Council  purchased 
250  copies  of  Watters : Check  List  of 


Canadian  Literature  and  Background 
Material,  1628-1950  which  was  published 
by  the  Press  on  February  6,  1959.  The 
copies  will  be  distrubted  by  the  Council  to 
foreign  libraries  and  Unesco  commissions.

friendly  relations  with  overseas  students 


In  an  informal  international  centre  at  3 Willcocks  Street,  many  staff 
members  enjoy  a personal  contact  they  feel  is  particularly  necessary  in 
work  with  foreign  students. 

“We  may  know  what  we  want  our  overseas  students  to  learn,”  one  of 
them  explained  recently,  “but  without  contact  with  them  on  a level  of 
mutual  respect,  we  are  not  going  to  know  what  they  think;  yet  this 
is  an  important  factor  at  least  to  the  student  and,  in  the  long  run,  hardly 
less  so  to  the  teacher.”  Many  foreign  students,  he  added, 
particularly  those  from  India,  are  accustomed  to  feel  a personal  loyalty 
and  respect  toward  their  teachers  which  is  unknown  here.  By 
ignoring  these  feelings,  Canadian  professors  may  unconsciously  offend 
or  even  humiliate  a would-be  disciple. 

It  is  to  bridge  such  cultural  and  intellectual  gaps  that  Friendly  Relations 
with  Overseas  Students  exists. 

To  a certain  extent,  F.R.O.S.  is  a service  agency.  It  helps  foreign  students 
find  congenial  accommodation,  may  send  someone  along  with  a 
coloured  newcomer  fearful  of  landlordly  rebuffs.  It  helps  untangle 
difficulties  with  the  Department  of  Immigration,  like  the  case  of 
a fourth-year  Medical  student  held  up  at  Malton  airport  on  his  way  back 
from  Jamaica  this  fall  because  of  incomplete  re-entry  papers.  It 
also  offers  comfort  to  the  lonely;  a Spanish-speaking  girl  who  visited 
F.R.O.S.  in  tears  her  first  week  on  campus  wrote  after  graduation  that  she 
found  her  native  Costa  Rica  too  small  and  longed  to  be  “back 
home”  in  Toronto. 


But  its  executive  secretary,  Mrs.  R.  G.  Riddell,  and  her  staff  stress  that 
these  are  not  its  basic  functions,  just  “what  a friend  does  for 
a friend.”  F.R.O.S.  is  a funnel  bringing  together  Canadians  and  Toronto’s 
700  foreign  students  for  lunch  and  conversation  in  its  own 
common  rooms,  or  for  visits  to  local  homes  and  communities.  In  effect, 
it  is  a club  without  a membership  list  or  fees. 

Nearly  half  the  overseas  students  are  in  graduate  studies,  many  of  them 
on  scholarships.  They  come  from  60  countries.  Conversation  among 
them  is  apt  to  be  stimulating  and  diverse,  but  with  few  undertones  of 
national  frictions.  To  introduce  them  to  Canadians  and  each 
other,  F.R.O.S.  in  the  past  has  run  weekly  current  affairs  groups  chaired 
by  members  of  the  academic  staff,  folk  music  groups,  open  houses 
and  coffee  hours,  and  exhibits  of  photographs  and  art  from  overseas.  This 
year  they  hope  to  add  a faculty  room  where  professors  can  meet 
senior  students  from  their  own  and  other  disciplines  in  an  atmosphere  less 
crowded  than  Hart  House  and  more  informal  than  an  office 
or  seminar  room. 

Faculty  members  are  active  on  the  F.R.O.S.  executive,  headed  this  year 
by  Dr.  W.  J.  McCurdy  of  the  department  of  philosophy.  Many 
have  had  students  to  their  homes  for  dinner  or  the  weekend.  From 
casual  invitations,  some  firm  friendships  have  grown;  a Ceylonese  doctor, 
for  example,  rushed  to  telephone  a Canadian  family  as  soon  as 
he  heard  from  home  of  the  birth  of  his  child.  Another  faculty  family  grew 
so  fond  of  a dinner  guest  that  they  visited  his  parents  in  Jamaica 
and  later  asked  him  to  stay  with  them  after  graduation. 

F.R.O.S.  is  supported  by  service,  church  and  alumni  groups  and  private 
industry,  but  depends  on  private  donations  for  about  one-third  its 
operating  costs.  The  University,  in  addition  to  providing  accommodation, 
seconds  a secretary  from  the  Registrar’s  staff  to  F.R.O.S.  for  ten 
months  in  the  year.
